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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§101 

1. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

• 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

Claims 1-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed 
to non-statutory subject matter. The claims are directed to a method and apparatus for 
multiplying two elements of a finite field. 

Claims 1-7 and 20-22 are directed to a process of multiplying two elements of a finite 
field which is a purely mathematical algorithm, i.e. the claims fail to be Hmited to a practical 
appUcation of the mathematical algorithm in the technological arts, note MPEP 2106. 

Claims 8-19 and 23-26 are not Hmited to embodiments which enable the functionality of 
the claims to be reahzed. In view of the first sentence of the last paragraph on page 47 it 
appears that claims 8-14 and 24-26 are intended to include a software embodiment per se of the 
multiplier but the software embodiment per se lacks the necessary hardware to enable the 
functionality of the claim to be realized Claims 15-19 and 23 recite "machine-readable 
medium" which appears to correspond with "computer readable medium" which is defined on 
page 48 as including "a network Unk and/or a network interface" which results in the claims 
reading on an embodiment wherein the hardware that is necessary to enable the functionality of 
the claims to be realized is lacking.
